EVENIS IN ECUADOR 
Eartbquakes, Fleods and Fires. 

PaNaMA, July 6.—Al! is quiet on the 
isthmus according to the news received 
by the steamship Oroya. Kcuador has 
ayain been the scene of volcanic erup- 
tions and of destructive floods, caus- 
ing, it is feared, much loss of life and 
- destrnction of property. Great quanti- 
is of volcanic ashes have for days 
fovether fallen in showers along the 
coast. It is estimated that cn each 
square kilometre of space 513. kilos 
yrammes ol ash-s have been deposited. 
C jtopati is thought to be the volcano 
ip eruption. 

At ten o’clock on the morning of the 
26 bh a frightful noise was heard in 
Ltacunga, saad or,which was tollowed 
immediately by a tremendous flood, 
which taking the course of the rivers 
Intuchi, Sanfelipe, and Yanayaco, and 
passing washed the citv to the chapel 
known as El Salto. The volume of 
mud and: water was so great ar to com- 
pletely cover the hacienda vaile, in- 
cluding the distillery in front of Lata- 
cunga. The flood in its course carried 
with it many cattle, and what is more 
sad many bodies. The bridge of Lata- 
cunga, the handsome bridge of Bolivar 
in Pansaico, those of wood of Culapa- 
chaw and Patate, and that of masonry 
of Agoyan, were all destroyed. All of 
the haciendas situated on both sides of 
the river have suffered enormously and 
the desolation is terrible and complete.

Lonpvon, July 15.—There is no trust- 
worthy news from the armies in Buil- 
garia. The recent special dispatches 
announcing that great battles were 
progressing there prove entirely 
groundless. That the Russians are 
closing in upon Rustchuk is prebable, 
although their concentration must still 
be in a very backward state,since tele- 
graphic communication between 
Shumla was intact up to Friday. How- 
ever a Constantinople dispatch dated 
Saturday announces that the Russians 
are approaching Rasgrad and have 
probably already cut the railway near 
that point. It is conjectured that the 
Turks will maintain a defensive line 
extending from Rustchuk i yia 
Shumila to Osman Bazar, and will give 
battle in the open field. The Constan- 
tinople telegrams mentioned strongly 
opposed the presumption, since the 
chief object of such defensive line 
would be to protect the railway which 
ieeds the quadrilateral. This railway 
has now apparently been cut by the 
Russians without opposition. The 
more plausible theory is that the 
Turks will await the developments of 
the Russian campaign in expectation 
that Rustchuk and Shumla must be 
beseiged, and one or both be reduced 
before an ad vance on the Balkans can be 
taken. Thev hope thus to consume the 
season wherein operations are practi- 
cable, as Rustchuk and Shumla are be- 
lieved capable of a lengthened resis- 
tance, and meantime the Balkan pass-~ 
es could be strengthened and rein- 
forced . Two things appear certain, first, 
the Russians cannot seize the passes of 
the Balkans or Sophia by a coup de 
main,ws was at one time expected, since 
the Turks have already taken precau~ 
tlens against such movements. Second, 
the single bii !geat Simnitza remains the 
only means ol communicating with 
and supplying the army south of the 
Danube, as this bridge must barely be 
adequate for day to day requirements, 
and bas been several times broken by 
storms and thecurrent of the river,there 
cannot yet have beenany such accumu. 
lation of material and transportation 
as would justify a general advance. Li 
seems improbable, therefore, that the 
Russians can originate any very start- 
ling movement for the present, and if 
the Turks choose to keep to their forti- 
fications advices from Bulgaria bid fair 
to continue of the same uninteresting 
character as heretofore for sevéral 
weeks at least. 

The position in Asia Minor is toler 
ably clear. 

Mulktar Pasha is at Kars with about 
forty thousand men all told, includin 

the Kars garrison. General Melikoff 
is at Zaim with about thirty-five 
thousand men, but superior to the 
Turks in cavalry ad _ artillery. 
The garrison at Batoum made no 
important movement as far as reported 
since Aklabschis retired. The Rus- 
sians still hold Ardahan. 

The Turks have withdrawn 
all- the troops from the 
Montenegrin frontiers except the gar 

risons of the forts and block houses. 
Prince Nicholas is preparing to besiege 
Nicsises ayain. 

The official declarations of Austria’s 
neutrality continue to be issued in an- 
swer to reports persistentiy circulated 
ina contrary sense: It is noticeable, 
however, that the official references 
to a good understanding with Russia 
and the integrity of three emperors’ 
aliance, which before the outbreak of 
hostilities characterized every commu- 
nique from the Austrian 
chancellory, are now uniformly 
absent, and the declarations 
are confied to the assertion of contin- 
ued neutrality. That such neutrality 
is zealously watchful of Russian pro- 
gress may be inferred from the fact 
that Roumania and Servia still refrain 
from active co-operation in the war.
